point. If it were, it was said,
such a mine would never be

approved by the county health
supervisor as it has.

The only time the health
could be jeopardized is when
the earth is processed in the
plant, This, however, is an en-
tirely different operation from
the mining and the only  ones
affected are workers in the
plant. They wear protective
masks and it was claimed that
this automatically did away
with any health problem even
in the plant.

No Dust

The fact that diatomaceous
earth in its natural state is full
of moisture was used as a coun-
ter-argument to the smog men-
ace, Reference was made to
the Crenshaw cut which has
lain exposed for one and a half
years. More dust rises from
a plowed field than from this
cut, it was said.

Great Lakes maintained that
it would not invest the amount
of money which it did if it were
not anxious to be “a good
neighbor” and stay within the
law. If it violated the law, it
could be shut down immediate-
ly, it was said.

While the homeowners
charged that there was no real
commitment on the part of
Great Lakes to develop the
area residentially though it
“promised” to do so, Great
Lakes stated that it would be
foolish to buy all this land
without thinking of developing
it. .
